Settlemont of the Narthwaostorn Treuble.

Orrawa, April 20,—A despatoh from Ottaws
says that Judge Bluck and Father Richot bad a
private interview with the Premier. It is siated
on trustworthy authority that considerable pro-
gress was made towards athorough understand-
Ing and settlemont of all mattors connected with
the Northwest.

The original intention will be fully earried into
effect. Bcott was not present at this interview.

The Feninn Monre.

Orrawa, April 26.—In the House of Commons
last uight Mr. McKenzie said that lnst week the
government had asked extraordinary power to
provide agninst nn anticipated atisck, and he
desired to know if the deanger bad been losa
than expeeted, and was the government pre-
pared to repeal the act suspending the habeas
corpus, as they should not needlessly alarm the
country and disturb business, preventing emi-
gration by exciting fears that the country was
in danger of being disturbed.
| 8ir George E. Cartler sald that the government
bad certain information on which it acted. Al-
though this was not the time to justity their
actions, he might say they had not withdrawn
all forces from the [rontier,

The decided action taken had prevented an
invasion, and they had that day recelved an inti-
mation that all volunteers should not be with-
drawn as there was still danger ahead.

Tuhe Hon. Mr. Holton said he had opposed the
proposition of the Government, and although
his reason was not convinced, still he thought
they had acted hastily and unadvisedly inleading
people to belleve that the country was in a
chrouie state of malalse.

Sir George E, Cartier repeated that the Gov-
ernment was acting on definite information, and
not on mere newspaper rumors,
